is due to the change in the fiscal year. The 1350:61 fiacal 
year was 12 months and the 19B1-E2 fiscal year is 14 months.

cent of the figure, or $17,443, The city manager, city attor- 
ney, parkB-and Recreation au-

Actually, the city has Increased Its 
number of employes from 139 to 133, 
but one employe was added when 
last year's salary setup was revised 
In a new ordinance in December. The 
employe Increase Is termed "equiv^ 
lent," based on a 13 or It-month 
period because some employes 'will 
not work an entire year. 

Third reason for the Increase la 
an overall Increase In wages already 
provided In the revised crdlnance ol 
December. This accounts for 3t per 
cent ot the Increase, or MB.OOO.

With 
theh: southern strength, the Democrats have 
been able in recent elections to retain the 
presidency, and in all but 1846>lfi48 to keep 



Tet the existence of the deep division be- 
tween the southerners and the northern or 
Tranqan Democrats prevents the victorious 
"party from carrying out the programs ot the 
administration. Doniesttcally the President 
. gats very little ot what he wants. In the for- 
' elgn field, he has had the southerners with 
him on bla most vital demands, but^ore and 
more ttiey are veering away from him here, 
too.

Record, which reveals that the two 
groups Vote together frequently in a sort of 
loose, informal coalition. 

3. T)jG pr^tmoters of a more formal tie-up 
believe that without It the election of a Re- 
publican as president will continue to bo 
extremely difficult, U not impossible. They 
reason that a Democratic nominee who starts 
with Uie solltt aauth In his pocket has an 
almost dedalTe advantage these days. 

Uundt and tila friends have stirred up a 
complex question. It's as Important to the 
Pemocrata as it to to tho Republicans. With 



Uielr uuthem strength,' the Democrats, have 
been able In recent elections to retain the 
_wesIdflncy,.anilJlnjULbut_lM6!;1046^to.lteep_ 
t&elr&old 00 cdngrew. 

Tet the exlatenc(i,Qf the deep division be- 
tween the southerners and the northern or 
Ituman Democrata prevents the victorious 
"party from carrying out the programs of the 
mdmlnlatrfttlon. Domestically the President 
gets very little of what he wants. In the for- 
eign field, he has had the southerners with 
hUnca hla moat vital demands, but more and 
more they are vebrlng away from him here. 



What It amounts to Is that the Democratic 
party functions as a real unit only In cam- 
paign periods. In 1918, of course, even that 
wtsnt true, for the Dlxlecrat revolt brought 
considerable defection from the regular party 
nOSu. 

: At an other times, the Democrats break' 
Into two distinct segments. And the admin- 
■Jatratton wing of the Pitfty_lfl; practically 
fpeaUng, a minority which can get prograw 
'•naotwl aias mtJiha attfferanca of Its op-

It's an kec^itad fact that the Republicans 
and the wuthtfrn Democrats rule congress, 
niey haVs tlia votes to block anything they 
wish, or to put across any legislation. They 
fall only when their coalition weakens. 

Thus for the moat part the conservatives 
are In the saddle, and yet they do not govern. 
That Is, they do not control the White House. 

A political realignment which would draw 
battle Hoes more clearly might seem highly 
'-desirable If It promised to end this virtual Im- 
pasH in government. But there are many 
angles to the problem — too many for brief 
dlscusalon here. More than a few U. S. politi- 
cal experts think It's really best that America's 
mftjor parties remain as they are— a mixture 
of coosenratlTes and liberals on both sides. 

Whatever comes of Mundt's coalition plan, 
the ordhiary citizen has a tight to hope for 
tm things In the campaign of 1953, He ought 
to be given a clear choice between two 
. reasonable alternatives in t>ollcy. And he 
' should be able to feel that the winning patty 
hu the strength In congress to enact Into 
law the progranu It offers the people. 

LIKE THE HARDING DAYS 
Many Washington correspondents are rec- 
ognlttng an lnterestln([ comparison between 
'the altuatloa which now exists in the na- 
tion's capital under Harry Truman and that 
' of HtnUng's day. Thbre seems to be only one 
tnit difference— the attitudes of the two 
prtadpalB. 

Old friends of the Ohio President and a 

number of veteran newspaper correspondents 
doHftt heliare^that Harding knew the~ezteQr 
of the corruption within his administration. 
. Be knew that some of his cronies were selling 
him down the river, and the knowledge 
-tTleved him. Some even think It contributed 
to the lUness which preceded his death. 

But the discldsures involving former In- 
terior Secretary Fall and former Attorney 
General Daugherty did not come until almost

the reaUsation that his two closest, pre-' 
White House friends had tietrayed hhn.
